GRANT AS A STATESMAN.

Wa append a letter written in
Y862, which shows that bis views on the
policy of the country are not anly of n states-
manlike character, but fur secing also ;

During the progress of the war, and in
advance even o
coln amd his Cabinet, Genernl Grant foresaw
the necessity of emancipation, not only we a
means of sappressing the rebellion, hut to
the future pence of the country, and on the
30th of Avguet, 1803, lie ncldrossed a letter
to Mr. Washburae, of Ilinois, io these
words

Vicksnune, Miss., August 30, 1863,

Deanr Sz The people need not quarrel
over the iostitution of slavery. What Viee
President Btepliens scknowledges ns the
cornor-stone of the Confederncy is nirencly
knocked out. Slavery is alrendy dead, and
cunnot be resurrected. It would take o
standing army to mointain shivery in the
Sooth i we were to mnke peace Lo duy, guar.
anteeing to the South ali their former privi.
leges, 1 never was an Abolitionist—not even
what could be called woti slavery—but I try
| o judge fairly ned honestly, aod it beeame
patent to my mind early in the rebellion
that the North sud South could never live
in peace with each other except as one na-
tion, sod that without slavery, As anxious
a8 Lum to see peace established, T would
not thercfore be willing to see any setile-
ment until this question is settled;

‘This was the precursor of the proclamation
of emanecipation, which made Lincoln im-
mortal ; and as he involked upon that, so
may we upon this “the considerate judgment
of mankind and the Dlessings of Almighty
God,”  Hero is evidence of stateamimslip
wliioh shiould be printed in golden lotters ut
the head of every copy of the proclumation
of emuuncipation,

Tn Mr. A. D. Richiardson’s fortheoming
Lile of Gen. Grant there is some interesting
evidence of this kind, of which we anoexa
few specimens.

“lo to the Union Republicans in Congress,
and them alone,  Have nothing whateeer to du
with Northerners who opposed the war, They
will never ngain be entrusted with power. —
The more you eonsort with them, the more
uxacting the Republicans will Le, and ouglit
to be. When you get ilome, urge your peo-
ple to aceept negro sulfrage. It you had
promptly adopted the constitutional amend-
ment abolisbing Slavery, or the one making
negroes citizens, and guarantecing the pub-
lie debt, Congress would undoubtedly have
achinitted you before this, Now it will in-
sist upon adding impartial suffrage. The
sooner you accept that the better for all con-
cerned.”

In the autumn of 1866, when the French
wero preparing to evacoate Mexico, General
Grant wrote the [ollowing sensible aud em-
phistic letter to Sheridan, then commanding
the Fifth Military District :

“My opinion is that the interest of the
United States, and duty, is to see that lor-
vigo interfercuce with the afluirs of this coc-
tinent is put an end to,

we * % It is probable that you may
bwve an apportunity of judgiug the desigus
ol Santa Avna, should he sttempt to send s
foree to the Rio Grande,  Should his desigos
be inimical to the government, ol Mexico,
with which we are at peace, the same duty,
in obedience to our own neutrality laws,
compels us to prevent the fiving out of ex.
peditions hostile to that Government that
existed o the case of thy Fenian movemeut
ugaiost our northern neighbor,

“There is but one party, one Government
in Mexico, whose wishes have claim to re-
spect from vs,  No polioy bas been silopted
by our Government which suthorizes us to
interfere on Mesicun soil with that couptry,
Lut there is nothiog, that I know of, to pre-
vent the free passage of people or material
guing through our tepritary to the sid of
the recogoized Government,

“Our neutrality should prevent our sllow-
ing the sawe thing when the offcet is to
miake war upon that Government, so long
43 we are at peace with it."

And within the present year, Bheridan
